WHEN  a  Perfon  unacquainted  with 
the  Towny  paffes  at  Night  thro" 
any  of  our  Principal  Streets,  he  is 
apt  to  wonder,  whence  that  vaft  Body  of 
Courtezans ,  which  Bands  ready,  on  Email 
Purchafe,  to  obey  the  Laws  of  Nature,  and 
gratify  the  Loft  of  every  drunken  Rake-hell 
can  take  its  Rife. 

Where  the  "Devil  do  all  thefe  B—hesi 
come  from  ?  being  a  common  Fleet-flreet 
Phrafe,  and  in  the  Mouth  of  every  Stran¬ 
ger  j  when  each  revolving  Evening  fends 
them  up  from  White- Chap  el  to  Charing- 
Crofs ,  as  plenty  as  Mackrel  after  Thunder 
in  hot  Seafons. 

The  Gallants  of  this  Age  indeed,  are  not 
quite  fo  fturdy  as  that  Roman  Emperor , 
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who  deflower’d  Ten  Samaritan  Virgins. 
They  deftroy,  it  is  true,  a  great  deal  of  Beau¬ 
ty  by  only  browTtng  upon  the  Buds. 

Neither  is  it  entirely  from  a  Wantonnefs 
of  Fancy,  or  a  luxurious  Tafle  of  Plcafure, 
that  Men  indulge  themfelves  in  making  this 
Havock,  but  chiefly  for  their  own  perfonal 
Safety.  Young  Girls  are  fo  giddy,  thought- 
lefs  and  unexperienc’d,  and  withal  fo  fond 
of  the  Sport  at  their  firil  fctting  out,  that 
they  feldom  efcape  a  Taint,  and  a  Man  is 
not  fafe  in  being  Gonflant  ;  Nay,  fome 
Men  are  afraid  of  venturing,  even  after  them¬ 
felves.  By  this  means,  lèverai  likely  Wo¬ 
men,  who  might  do  the  Town  flgnal  Ser¬ 
vice,  are  in  a  fliort  time  render’d  ufelefs  : 
And,  by  a  raodeft  Computation,  we  are 
put  to  the  Expence  of  as  many  virtuous 
Women  in  one  Year,  as  might  reafonably 
ferve  the  Nation  fix. 

What  a  deplorable  Sight  is  it,  to  behold 
Numbers  of  little  Creatures  pil’d  up  in 
Heaps  upon  one  another,  deeping  in  the 
publick  Streets,  in  the, mod  rigorous  Sealbns, 
and  fome  of  them  whofe  Heads  will  hardly 
reach  above  the  Waiftband  of  a  Man’s 
Breeches,  found  to  be  quick  with  Child, 
and  become  burthenfome  to  the  Parifh, 
whofe  Hofpitable  Bulks  and  Dunghils  have 
given  them  Refuge  ?  I  have  often  thought, 
that  the  removing  theft  Lay-Stalls  of  Lea- 
chery  from  the  Doors  of  a  great  Proteflant 
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City,  might  not  be  a  Work  altogether  un¬ 
worthy  of  our  Reforming  Scavengers. 

We  often  read,  indeed,  of  the  mighty 
Atchievementsof  a  certain  Kn - — t>  and  the 
Excurfions  of  Midnight  Confiahles  $  their 
encount’ring  of  Dragons  in  Gin-Shops, 
ftorming  enchanted  Night-Cellars,  and  lead¬ 
ing  Ladies  away  into  Captivity.  All  which 
are  related  with  wonderful  Exadtnefs  in  the 
publick  News-Papers.  But  meet  thefe  Peo- 
when  you  will,  you  'will  feldom  find  in 
their  Cufiody  above  a  Flat-Cap  or  a  Cinder ~ 
Wench ,  who  becaufe  their  Rags  won't  pawn 
for  a  Dozen  of  Beer,  are  made  Examples  of. 
She  that  has  the  Prudence  to  Whore  with 
Half  a  Crown  in  her  Pocket,  is  as  fare  of 
a  Protection,  as  a  cheating  FdireBor,  and 
may  fin  on  without  any  Danger.  While 
the  poor  needy  Wag-Tail  muft  be  cautious 
how  fhe  kiftes,  left  fhe  be  carried  to  Bride - 
wel,  where  inftead  of  being  reclaim’d,  (lie 
is  harden’d  by  her  indelible  Shame  in  her 
miferable  State  of  Wickednefs.  The  only 
Good  they  have  done,  is  to  put  an  Impoli 
upon  Whoring,  and  made  themfeives  Col¬ 
legers  of  the  Duty  3  for  which  Reafon,  the 
Price  of  Venery  is  greatly  enhanc’d,  and 
that  within  a  few  Years,  which  makes  it 
the  more  praétifed  ;  for  the  Cheapnefs  of  a 
Commodity  always  throws  it  out  of  Fafhion, 
£nd  Things  eafily  purchas'd  are  feldom 
minded.  It  is  a  right  Obfervation,  that  Re- 
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ftraint  does  but  whet  the  Pallions,  inftead  of 
curing  them,  as  we  find  in  the  Cafe  of  moll 
married  Men,  who  like  Sampfons  Foxes 
only  do  more  Mifchief  for  having  their 
Tails  tied. 

The  late  Colonel  Chart— s  was  indeed 
of  Opinion,  that  when  we  caught  a  fine 
Sempflrefs  or  Mantua- Maker  in  the  pub- 
lick  Streets  after  Nine  at  Night,  whether 
B unbox'd  or  Bundl'd,  it  might  ft  ill  be 
lawful  to  charge  her  in  Cuftpdy  of  the  firft 
Hackney  Coach,  and  convey  her  to  the  next 
Bagnio  as  a  proper  and  rightful  Chattel  of 
the  Publick’s  5  but  how  far  that  Gentle¬ 
man's  Sentiments  will  be  fup  ported  by  our 
Statutes,  I  muft  leave  to  the  Determination 
of  the  Learned. 

The  Town  being  overftock 'd  with  Har¬ 
lots,  is  entirely  owing  to  thofe  Numbers 
of  W imen~S ervçwts,  inçefiantly  pouring 
into  it  from  all  Corners  of  the  Univerfe, 
and  thofe  Debaucheries  pradishf  upon  'em 
in  alnicft  all  the  Families  that  entertain 
them  :  Mafters ,  Footmen ,  Journeymen , 
Lodgers,  Apprentices ,  &c.  are  for  ever  at¬ 
tempting  to  corrupt  j  and  few  young  Crea¬ 
tures  now-a-days  are  endow’d  with  a  Stock 
of  Virtue  fufficient  to  hold  out  againft  all 
their  Attacks  $  fo  that  a  poor  Wench  who 
ferves  for  four  or  five  Pounds  a  Year  Wa¬ 
ges,  final  1  be  liable  to  go  through  as  much 
Hrudgery ,  as  a  Livery-Horfe?  that's  left

I  am  told,  it  is  the  Cuftom  throughout 
the  Wefl  of  England,  that  when  a  young 
Girl  is  taking  leave  of  her  Friends  and  Re¬ 
lations  to  come  for  London  and  feek  her 
Fortune,  while  fome  of  them  are  wifhing  her 
Grace ,  and  others  a  good  Enlace,  and  the 
Carrier  is  hoifting  her  up  into  his  Waggon, 
to  give  her  a  Twinging  Thump  on  the

And  to  Bed  to  your  M after  every  Morn¬ 
ing. 

After  they  have  been  a  little  while  in 
Town,  and  had  fome  Feather-bed  Inftruftion, 
and  are  out  of  Place,  and  having  nothing 
to  fupport  them,  they  then  proftitute  their 
Bodies.  Many  of  'em  are  as  reftlefs  as  a 
New  Equipage ,  running  from  Place  to  Place, 
from  Bawdy-Houfe  to  Service,  and  from 
Service  to  Bawdy-Houfe  again  s  for  if  the 
Matron  ufes  them  ill,  away  they  trip  to 
Service,  and  if  their  Miftrefs  but  gives  them 
a  wry  Word,  whip  they  are  as  ready  to  be 
gone,  as  a  reliev'd  Guard ,  or  a  difchargd 
Jury  :  So  that  in  effeft,  they  neither  make 
good  Whores,  good  Wives,  or  good  Ser¬ 
vants, 


rants  ;  and  this  is  one  of  the  chief  Reafcns 
why  our  Streets  fwarm  with  Strumpets. 

What  is  more  common,  than  to  find  the 
Daughters  of  mean  Tradefmen,  basking  in 
their  Beds  at  Ten  o’  Clock  in  a  Summer's 
Morning,  and  when  call'd  on  to  rife ,  muff 
have  good  Affurances  of  the  Tea-Kettle  % 
being  up  before  them,  e’er  they7]!  vouchfafe 
to  begin  to  rub  their  Eyes  and  Pofteriors,  and 
put  themfelves  in  a  way  of  flipping  on  a  loofe 
Petticoat,  Night-Gown  and  Slippers  by 
which,  and  the  addition  of  a  foul  Handker¬ 
chief,  a  Play-Book,  and  Snuff-Box,  Mils  is 
compleatly  equipt  for  the  Tea-Table. 

Thus  their  filly  fond  Parents,  who  per¬ 
haps  are  fcarce  able  to  give  fifty  Pounds 
Portion  with  them,  indulge  them  from  their 
Infancy  in  every  flothful  Habit.  Any  idle 
Complaint  fuffices,  to  keep  a  Child  a  Week 
from  Work  or  from  School.  I  have  feen 
my  Landlady's  Daughters  romping  about  the 
Streets  all  the  Forenoon  :  Children ,  faid  I, 
•why  are  y  on  not  gone  to  School?  O  Sir ,  we 
bent  well . 

Impudence  and  Idlenefs  foon  gain  the 
Afcendancy  over  them,  and  then  it  is,  that 
a  Wench  of  Fourteen,  fancys  her  felf  as  fit 
for  Man,  and  ripe  for  joy,  as  a  Woman  of 
Five  and  Twenty  :  And  then  al lb,  we  be¬ 
hold  a  ft  range  Paradox  5  that  a  Girl,  who 
cou  a  never  be  brought  to  the  ufe  of  her 
f  Needle , 
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Needle ,  becomes  on  a  fudden  a  wonder¬ 
ful  Proficient  in  the  Art  of  Stitching . 

fll  appeal  to  all  the  Bona  Rob  as  in  the 
feveral  Chaces,  Parks,  and  Warrens,  North 
and  South  of  Convent -Garden^  and  ask  whe¬ 
ther  one  in  twenty  can  fairly  lay  her  Hand 
upon  her  Heart,  and  affirm,  that  the  Caufe 
of  her  Ruin  was  not  more  owing  to  the 
Pride,  Negligence,  or  Indifcretion  of  thofe 
that  undertook  to  pilot  her  thro’  the  early 
Part  of  Life,  than  to  any  evil  Inclinations 
of  her  own. 

I  have  often  been  aftonifh’d,  how  any 
Man  or  Woman  could  be  fo  great  a  Stran¬ 
ger  to  the  Knowledge  of  Life,  as  to  truft  a 
young  Daughter  or  Niece,  in  a  little  Bawdy 
Vehicle ,  a-long  with  a  rampant  Rake,  able 
and  ready  to  ravifh  a  whole  Boarding-School, 
to  take  a  Country  jaunt  ten  or  twenty  Miles 
diflant,  when  every  Jolt  on  the  Road,  not . 
only  gives  a  kind  of  Titillation,  but  even  the 
fituation  it  felf  affords  the  mod  favourable 
Opportunity,  for  a  Fellow  to  rob  a  Girl  of 
all  thats  dear  to  hen 

What  dreadful  Execution  hath  been  done 
by  R lay y  Mafquerade  and  Opera  Tickets, 
especially,  when  in  the  hands  of  skilful  En~* 
gineers.  Not  to  mention  Dancing- bouts 
and  other  Merry-makings,  which  ieldom 
prove  fuch  innocent  Recreations,  as  feme 
weak  and  credulous  Parents  imagine  them 
to  be.

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When  it  is  confident  what  a  vaft  nun> 
her  of  Difficulties  a  pretty  young  Orphan  is 
to  ftruggle  with  in  this  lewd  Age,  one  would 
rather  think  her  an  Objeft  of  CompaJJion , 
than  Adoration ,  and  inftead  of  calling  her 
i Divine ,  ftile  her  moft  Miferable  Creature  : 
fhe  is  not  only  to  encounter  with  the  fre¬ 
quent  Importunities  and  Opportunities  of 
Desiring  Brothers-in-law ■>  Uncles ,  Confins , 
and  other  Gttardians ,  in  whofe  Power  (he  is 
placed  i  but  {he  muft  alfo  take  her  part  in 
common  with  the  reft  of  her  Sex,  in  (haring 
of  the  repeated  Infinuations  of  thofe  flutter¬ 
ing  Coxcombs  and  others,  that  intrude  them- 
felves  into  moft  Families,  to  betray  the 
Young  and  Beautiful.  Hence  that  juft  Ob- 
fervation  of  Dr.  And—fi—n^  delivered  from 
his  Pulpit,  viz.  cc  That  of  Twenty  reputed 
ic  Virgins,  fcarce  Seven  carry  their  Maiden- 

heads  to  the  Marriage-Sheets. ” 

There  are,  indeed,  fome  virtuous  old  La¬ 
dies,  who  knowing  by  Experience,  how  dan¬ 
gerous  it  is,  for  a  pretty  Girl  to  breed 
before  {he  is  betrothed,  do  therefore  keej.i 
Hawks  Eyes  upon  their  Daughters,  in  whom, 
they  fee  themfelves  at  Sixteen,  and  will  not 
let  a  young  Lady  ftir  a  foot  abroad  without 
a  Footman  at  her  Heels  :  Our  John  may 
carry  a  harmlefs  North-Country  Counte¬ 
nance,  and  look  as  Ample  as  a  Man  that  is 
juft  married  yet  ;  if  Mils  and  his  Waters  are 
not  narrowly  watch'd,  he  may  chance  to 

make 


make  an  irreparable  Breach  in  a  young  Crea¬ 
ture's  CHarafter,  and  of  which  we  have  had 
but  too  many  Inftances. 

I  remember,  a  beautiful  Blojfom,  an  Ap¬ 
prentice  in  Lombard-Street ,  whom  her 
Friends  had  ftrong  Reafons  to  fufpeCt  had 
met  with  Male-treatment ,  or  according  to 
the  Phrafe,  had  been  Dabbling  ;  and  who  for 
obtaining  Satisfa&ion,  got  her  examin'd, 
touching  the  Premifcs,  by  one  of  the  mod 
skilful  Man- Midwives  in  London  :  The 
DoSior  affur’d  them,  and  moreover,  offer’d 
to  give  it  under  his  Hand,  that  the  Girl  was 
as  unipotted  a  Spinfter,  as  any  we  had  in 
Great  Britain.  Her  Relations  went  off 
perfectly  well  fatisfied,  and  continued  fo  for 
about  two  Months,  when  our  immaculate 
Milliner  was  fafely  brought  to  Bed  of  a  fine 
young  Silver -Smith. 

It  is  a  certain  Maxim  among  our  experi¬ 
enc’d  Whore  mailers,  when  they  arc  in 
the  purfuit  of  a  pretty  Wench,  to  make  a 
narrow  Infpediori  into  the  lower  Part  of 
her  Garb  5  a  more  than  ordinary  Nicety  a~ 
bout  the  Heels,  with  a  violent  Paillon  for 
fine  clean  Under-Petticoats,  gives  them  pret¬ 
ty  fure  hopes  of  fecuring  their  Game  :  while 
a  Slattern  with  a  dirty  Pair  of  Shoes  and 
Stockings,  and  a  draggl'd  Tail,  generally 
proves  an  inflexible  Huffey,  and  holds  them 
out,  beyond  all  Degrees  of  Patience. 
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Thofe  judicious  Matrons,  Mrs.  M — rjli 
and  Mrs.  H—yw — d,  have  often  comm  ite¬ 
rated  the  Conditions  of  many  little  dirty 
Sluts,  that  have  flood  idle  in  the  Market¬ 
place pinch’d  with  Hunger  and  half  naked, 
whom  a  tight  pair  of  Stays,  or  even  a  fe- 
cond-hand  filk  Night-Gown ,  might  have 
render'd  ufeful to  their  Country . 

I  have  frequently  fmil’d,  to  fee  a  Debauch’d 
Veteran  ogling  a  fine  Woman  at  Church,  and 
taking  a  view  of  the  Fortifications.  Some 
Women  are  naturally  more  chafte,  or  rather, 
to  fpcak  properly,  Ids  amorous  than  others, 
and  at  the  fame  time  have  very  Arid  Noti¬ 
ons  of  Honour.  Such  Women  are  almoft 
impregnable,  and  may  be  compar’d  to  Towns 
ftrongly  fortified  both  by  Art  and  Nature, 
which,  without  Treachery,  are  fafe  from  any 
Attacks,  and  mu  ft  be  reduc’d  by  long  and 
regular  Sieges,  fuch  as  few  Men  have  the  Pa- 
tience  and  Refolution  to  go  thro’  with  :  Un- 
lefs  their  Charms  are  very  great  indeed,  fuf- 
ficient  to  provoke  Men  to  be  at  any  tolera¬ 
ble  Pains  and  Coil,  and  then  their  Chaftity  can 
never  hold  out  long,  but  muft  infallibly  fur- 
render.’ 

Others,  who  have  a  very  moderate  fhare 
of  Honour,  join’d  to  a  very  amorous  Con- 
ftitution,  their  Virtue  is  intirely  Defence- 
lefs  i  and  as  foon  as  a  Man  has  remov’d  that 
little  timorous  Coynefs,  which  is  natural 
to  young  Women  in  their  firft  Attempts,  he 

may 
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may  proceed  with  Confidence,  and  conclude 
the  Breach  to  be  practicable  5  for  whatever 
Reftftance  he  meets  with  afterwards,  will 
only  enhance  the  Pleafure  of  Conqueft.  Moft 
Women  indeed,  let  them  be  ever  fo  fully 
refolved  to  comply,  make  as  great  a  fhew  of 
Refiftance  as  they  can  conveniently  coun¬ 
terfeit  5  and  this  the  Sex  would  palm  upon 
the  World  for  a  kind  of  innate  Modefiy. 

Not  to  mention  the  adtual  Pleafure  a  Wo¬ 
man  receives  in  firuggling,  it  is  a  Jufiifica- 
tion  of  her,  in  the  Eye  of  the  Man,  and  a 
kind  of  Salvo  to  her  Honour  and  Confid¬ 
ence,  that  fhe  never  did  fully  comply,  but 
was  in  a  manner  forc’d  into  it.  This  is 
the  plain  Reafon,  why  moft  Women  refufc 
to  furrender  upon  Treaty,  and  why  they 
delight  fo  much  in  being  fiorm'd. 

Hudibras  has  ludicroufty  plac’d  the  Scat 
of  Male  Honour  in  the  Pofteriors,  whereby 
it  is  fecur’d  from  any  Attack  in  Front  ;  but 
Female  Honour,  notwithftanding  the  appa¬ 
rent  Safety  of  the  Situation,  like  a  Debtor’s 
Houfe  upon  the  Verge  of  two  Counties,  is 
liable  to  be  attack’d  both  Ways,  à  ‘Parte 
ante ,  &  d  Parte  pofl . 

In  ihort,  thefe  things  rightly  confider’d, 
it  can  no  longer  be  wonder’d  at,  that  Men 
fhew  fo  little  Inclinations  to  marry,  when 
they  fee  a  Maidenhead's  as  eafy  to  be  ob¬ 
tain’d  as  a  Peace-Warranty  and  the  one 

C  2  granted 
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granted  upon  a  Jingle  Oath ,  as  well  as  the 
other. 

A  Stay-maker  at  St,  James's  aflfurçs  me, 
that  he  never  waits  upon  a  certain  Peerefs 
to  make  proof  of  his  Art,  but  that  file  puts 
him  as  much  out  of  Countenance,  as  a 
young  Lady  who  hath  had  the  Misfortune 
to  break  Wind  before  her  Admirer. 

Singing- M afters^  6 Dancing- Maflers ,  and 
LinnenDDrapers ,  are  for  ever  boafting  of 
the  mighty  Temptations  they  have  withstood 
in  the  great  Families  that  have  requir'd  their 
Attendance  5  but  I  don't  remember  to  have 
read  of  many  Jofephs  in  the  Fraternities  of 
the  two  former. 

Notwithftanding  the  Maxim  of  our  dift 
creet  Matrons,  ■“  That  Ms  better  for  a  young 
f‘  Wench  to  fmart  than  itch  :  C  I  cannot 
help  thinking,  that  the  initiating  of  our 
Urchins  fo.  early  in  the  ancient  Science  of 
Copulation,  hath  been  attended  with  very 
ill  Confequences,  and  been  productive  of 
many  growing  Evils.  It  hath  let  all  our 
Hanging-Sleeve  Ladies  a  hankering  after  a 
more  fubftanrial  Food  than  Bread  and  Butter  ; 
and  there  have  been  inftances  of  Parents, 
who  have  prefented  their  Children  fo  very 
young  at  the  Altar,  that  the  Minifters 
have  been  about  to  perform  the  Office 
of  Baptifm ,  inftead  of  the  Rites  of  Ma¬ 
trimony.  Befides,  it  hath  occafion'd  the  loft 
of  a  very  conftderable  Branch  of  Trade ,  and 

even 
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even  prov’d  detrimental  to  the  Revenue,  for 
"tis  become  a  great  Rarity  to  fee  a  "Doll  a- 
mong  the  more  innocent  Amufements  of 
our  young  Gentry ,  who  are  now  truly  grown 
wife  enough,  to  prefer  Big-Bellies  to 
Joint ed- Babies.  My  worthy  Friend  Mr. 
! Deard  tells  me,  that  to  exhibit  fuch  a  fooiifh 
Emblem  in  his  Shop  to  a  Girl  of  ten  or  c- 
leven  Years  old,  would  be  one  of  the  great- 
eft  Indignities  he  could  offer  to  a  young 
Virgin  Cuftomer,  and  which  could  not  fail 
drawing  down  the  Refentment  of  Mifs’s 
Mamma,  who  wou’diYt  take  it  over-kind 
in  him,  to  teaze  her  Child  with  the  dry 
Reprefentation  of  what  fhe  thinks  her  felf 
capable  of  enjoying  in  Perfe&ion  5  efpeci- 
ally  when  fhe  knows  her  Daughter  is  defi- 
rous  and  pretty  enough  to  be  made  preg¬ 
nant  as  foon  as  other  Children. 

Nor  can  there  be  a  more  ridiculous  Cuf- 
tom,  than  to  fet  up  a  young  Thing  fcarce  out 
of  Leading-Strings,  in  the  richeft  of  Silks 
and  Linnens ,  diftfd  out  like  a  Bride  in  the 
mod  delicious  Manner,  with  Lacey  EJfencey 
and  Ribbons  y  as  though  fhe  was  going  to  be 
led  to  a  Couch  inftead  of  a  Cradle.  There 
are  Women  whofe  wonderful  Sagacity  will 
juftify  this  ftrange  Condud,  in  the  remote 
Profped  of  a  Match,  fancying  all  this  will 
make  an  early  Imprelllon  upon  fame  little 
Mafter  they've  got  in  their  Eye  for  Mifs  :

Bot  I  have  known  them  by  thefe  Artifices 
oftner  catch  a  Tartar  than  a  Husband . 

The  boundlefs  Pride  and  Extravagancy  of 
others,  in  dreffing  out  their  Daughters  of 
riper  Years,  fo  vaftly  beyond  what  their 
Circumftanees  are  able  to  fupport,  is  ano¬ 
ther  chief  Keafon  why  our  Stews  are  fo 
plentifully  fupplied  with  Women.  It  is  fit- 
tins  a  Child  out  like  a  Sallee  Rover  with 
Falfe-Colours ,  to  cruife  upon  the  Publick, 
and  make  Lawful  Prize  of  any  Fool  of 
Fortune,  who  is  ready  to  die  at  the  light 
of  a  new  Manteau. 

Now  and  then  a  raw  inconfiderate  Booby, 
whofe  Eyes  have  been  more  intent  upon  a 
Suit  of  Paduafoy  or  Pinners ,  than  a  Pul< 
flit,  hath  been  taken  fuddenly  ill,  and  oblig'd 
to  leave  the  Church  in  the  midft  of  Divine 
Service  j  his  Friends  finding  out  the  Caufe 
of  his  Malady ,  apply  to  the  fine  Lady’s 
Father.  Why  truly  1  cannot  but  fay  I  like 
the  young  Gentleman  well  enough,  but  I 
have  been  at  vafl  Expences  in  be  flowing 
an  Education  on  my  Daughter  ;  the  Child, 
I  biefs  God  for  it ,  knows  how  to  behave 
and  dr zk  her  felf  as  well  as  e'er  a  Dutch- 
efs  in  the  Land  5  and  though  I  fay  it  that 
fhoud  not,  foe  can  read  a  Play  and  dance  a 
Minuet  to  Admiration.  I  have  large  Sums 
out,  dis  true ,  therefore  cannot  at  flrefent 
advance  any  great  Matters,  till  it  fall  pleafe 
God  to  call  me,  and  then  there's  but  fhe  to 

enjoy 
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enjoy  all  I  have  been  carping  for  my  Life» 
time . 

The  Roy  by  this  time,  is  got  into  the 
firft  Stage  of  a  Confumption,  and  his  indul¬ 
gent  Parents,  willing  to  fave  a  Child’s  Life, 
and  prevent  an  unhappy  young  Womans 
falling  into  the  jaws  of  the  Town,  conde- 
feends  to  make  a  Match  on’t,  upon  Condi¬ 
tion,  that  only  five  Righteous  Hundred 
Pounds  can  be  found  in  the  Family  for  her 
Portion.

ble  to  fupport  the  Grey-Hairs  of  her  Mother 
in  Affluence  to  the  Grave. 

The  Natural  Iff ue  of  the  Nobility,  Cler¬ 
gy  and  Gentry  of  this  Land,  make  at  prefent 
no  inconfiderable  part  of  the  Beau  Monde , 
Baftards  beget  Baftards,  and  fpurious  Women 
bring  forth  fpurious  Daughters.  We  have 
before  our  Eyes  lineal  Defceitts,  and  regular 
Offsprings  of  Baftardy,  which  feem  to  be  in 
as  fore  and  happy  a  way  of  being  handed 
down  to  Futurity,  as  a  publiek-fpirited 
Whore-Mafter  (regardful  of  Pofterity,)  can 
wifh  for. 

The  Progeny  fpringing  from  the  merry 
Beds  of  Marriages,  during  Good-pleafure * 
face  the  World  with  a  bon  grace,  appearing 
at  all  Affemblies  and  publick  Diverftons,  with 
as  much  Credit  andLuftre  as  the  mod  legi¬ 
timate  Looby  of  us  all. 

Some  Years  ago,  the  Inhabitants  of  a  cer¬ 
tain  Parifh  between  Temple-Bar  and  St.

One  Day  being  at  Dinner  with  an  Ac¬ 
quaintance  at  his  Houfe,  in  a  little  Byeflreet 
near  Red- Lyon- Sq ua re,  fome-body  knock'd 
as  folitarily  as  an  Undertaker  when  he  comes 
with  his  Compliment  of  Condoléance  : 
The  Door  opening,  a  Female  Voice  ask'd  to 
fee  the  Lodgings ,  a  fine  young  Creature 
genteely  drefs’d,  attended  by  a  Woman  four 

times 
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times  her  age,  indifferently  habited,  was  in¬ 
troduc'd  into  the  Entry.  As  they  pafs'd  by 
the  Dining-Room,  in  which  was  much  Com¬

But  what  amazes  and  fills  all  Mankind 
with  Wonder  and  Surprize,  is  a  new  Vice 
flarted  upon  us,  introduced  and  boldly  led 
up  by  Women  of  the  firft  Figure  and  For¬ 
tune  as  well  as  Fafhion,  worthy  the  Imita¬ 
tion  of  the  whole  Sex.  Thefe,  vice  verfa , 
have  inverted  the  Order  of  things,  turn’d

make  Thaleflris  fcarch  out  Alexander  the 
Great.  I  cannot  refled  upon  the  Stories  of 
S emir  amis’ $  lying  with  all  the  handfomeft 
Men  in  her  Army,  and  putting  ’em  to  death: 
afterwards  ;  of  her  offering  her  Son  the  laft 
Favour  ;  of  Mejfalina  the  Emprcfs  proftim- 
ting  her  felf  in  the  publick  Stews  *  and  of 
Queen  foan  of  Naples  providing  a  Bath  un¬ 
der  her  Window,  where  fhe  rriiafit  fee  all 
the  luftieft  young  Men  naked,  and  take  her 
choice  out  of  them  5  without  admiring  the 
Adions  of  our  antient  as  well  as  modern 
Heroines  in  the  manner  they  deferve.  Sappho , 
as  fhe  was  one  of  the  wittieft  Women  that

fore  took  the  Name  5 Pan,  which  in  Greek 
lignifies  All.  For  Lucretia ,  I  fhall  not  in- 
finuate,  as  a  great  Wit  fee  ms  to  do,  that  flic 
ftabb'd  her  felf  rather  than  return  to  the  Em¬ 
braces  of  a  Husband,  after  having  been  fo

tween  Mother  T~ — mple~ n  and  Mother 

or  my  Lady  j\~— — r  either, 
only  in  Point  of  Price,  the  one  will  equip 
vou  for  a  Crown ,  while  the  other  won’t  do 
it  under  a  Guinea ,  and  perhaps  not  war¬ 
rant  the  Goods  found  into  the  Bargain. 

There  are  Creatures  ever  running  into 
Families,  under  pretence  of  felling  Teas  and 
other  India  Goods,  that  are  laying  Snares

Thcfe  Harlots  at  firft  play  at  a  high  Game, 
nothing  will  ferve  fome  of  them,  lefs  than

'Pounds  per  Annum,  a  Coach ,  fine  Lodgings 
fuit  able  for  a  Whore  of  Rank ,  and  upon 
thefe  Considerations, {hell  be  faithful  to  you, 
or  at  le  aft  feed!  promife  von  fhe  will  :  but 
this  is  only  a  Promife  de  Fa&o  neither  5  fc 
long  as  your  Eftate  lads,  and  you  can  main* 
tain  her  in  her  Extravagance  and  Grandeur, 
but  when  that  fails,  fo  does  the  Obligation 
too  ;  fhe  has  the  grand  political  Reafons  rea¬ 
dy,  as  well  as  the  beft  Statefman  of  km  all, 
and  commonly  makes  the  fame  ufe  of 'em.

F  - -  who  is  but  an  Ordinary  Citizen, 

prefented  his  Concubine  with  a  Bed  and 
the  Furniture  of  a  Room  that  coft  him  a- 
bove  two  hundred  and  fifty  "Founds  ;  and 
what  has  fhe  I  wonder  done,  that  fhe  fhould 
not  deferve  as  much  as  the  beft  of  them  ? 
Why,  fure’s  file’s  as  handfome,  and  as  young, 
and  as  capable  of  her  Duty,  as  any  of  'em, 
and  do  you  think  file’ll  be  put  off  with  your 
nafty  ftiabby  forty  or  fifty  Guineas  ?  No, 
truly,  file  rather  thinks,  that  as  Cafes  ftand 
between  you  and  her,  you  ought  to  cut  off 
the  Entail  of  your  Eftate,  and  fettle  a  good 
Part  of  it  upon  her  for  her  Life,  and  then 
let  the  Child  heir  it  afterwards.

A  Vermin  fo  ravenop^and  malici¬ 
ous,  and  withal  fo  fubtle  and  defining,  fo  for- 
rnally  chafte  and  hypocritically  virtuous,  and 
yet  fo  fcandaloufly  common  and  impudently 
lewd,  fo  proud,  and  yet  fo  mercenary,  and 
above  all,  fo  infolentiy  ill-natur'd,  that  in  the 
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fitdft  Character  of  a  Jilt  y  are  comprehended 
all  the  Vices,  Follies  and  Impertinencies  of 
the  whole  Sex. 

And  laftly,  for  their  Art  of  Trapping ,  tliiâ 
is  a  My  fiery  that  they  commonly  manage, 
either  by  the  Affiftance  ofaï*  regnant  Whore , 
or  by  the  help  of  fome  Letters  or  Papers  that 
they  pick  out  of  your  Pockets,  that  gives 
them  an  Inlet  into  your  Affairs.

One  with  Slip-fhoes ,  without  Stockings 
and  a  Jir/y  Smock ,  viftble  thro'  a-  torn  Pet - 
ticoaty  flopping  out  of  a  Pawn  broker  s-fhop, 
yet  with  her  Head  drefsM  up  to  as  much  Ad¬ 
vantage,  as  if  the  Members  of  her  Body  were 
facrinc  d  to  all  Wickednefs  to  keep  her  ill- 
looked  Face  in  a  little  Finery.  Another 
taken  from  the  Shoe-flool  or  Oyfter-tub ,  and 
put  into  Whores  Allurements ,  Ihe  makes 
indeed  a  more  cleanly  Appearance,  but  be¬ 
comes  her  Ornaments  as  a  Welch- Ale-Wife 
doth  a  Velvet  Mante  eh  or  a  dm1  a  Hunting- 
Saddle.

Turn  your  Eyes  up  to  the  Chambers  of 
Wantonnels,  and  you  behold  the  moll  Ihame- 
ful  Scenes  of  Lewdnefs  in  the  Windows  even 
at  Noon-day,  feme  in  the  very  Aft  of  Viti¬ 
ation,  viftble  to  all  the  oppofite  Neighbours. 
Others  dabbing  their  Shifts ,  Aprons  and, 
Headcloths ,  and  expofing  themfelves  juft, na¬ 
ked  to  the  Paliers  by.

A  Riot  breaks  out  in  another  Place, 
a  Bawd’s  Goods  are  feized  on  for  Rent  j  a 
new  Tumult  enfues,  a  Whore's  Maid  in  croft- 
ling  the  Crowd,  has  the  Misfortune  to  break

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a  Bottle  of  Red-Port  with  a  Couple  of  Pipes 
that  fhe  is  carrying  to  her  MiftreiVs  Cham¬ 
ber,  the  Mob  give  a  Shout,  the  Girl  is  beat 
out  of  Doors  with  her  Head  bloody,  all  the 
Chandler-Women  and  Gin-People  are  af- 
fembled,  with  an  Irifh  Sollicitor  at  their 
Head  about  the  Door,  with  an  Ou  ter  y  for 
‘ fuftice ,  poor  Peggyh  Rafhnefs  is  blamed 
by  fouie,  and  juftifyed  by  others  ;  in  an  lu¬ 
ll  ant  half  a  dozen  Suits  of  Head-Cloths  are 
torn  in  pieces,  and  lèverai  black  Eyes  and 
bloody  Noies  exhibited  :  Warrants ,  binding 
over ,  and  Pillions ,  are  the  Subjects  of  all 
Convention  in  Con  i/o  ns-  Court,  Bridges- 
Street y  &c.  A  Cry  of  Murder  is  heard  a- 
bout  twenty  Yards  farther,  a  Mother  or  Fa¬ 
ther  being  under  the  baftinading  of  a  duti¬ 
ful  Son  or  "Daughter ,  Pimps  and  Penfi- 
oners  to  the  Hundred ,  you  fee  skulking  from 
Bawdy -Houle  to  BaWdy-Houfe  inceffantly. 
In  Ihort,  Î  cannot  but  fancy  them  a  Colony 
of  Hell-Cats  planted  here  by  the  Devil,  as 
a  Mifchief  to  Mankind  ;  they  admit  of  no 
Companion  on  this  fide  Hell's  Dominions, 
all  this  Part,  quite  up  to  N—wtn — rs  Lane , 

Park- — erft’s  Lane,  St.  Th - mas’s-Jireet , 

(fame  few  honeft  Shop-keepers  excepted)  is

but  Concubines  in  all  the  Lodgings,  and 
nothing  but  lafeivious  Looks  feen  in  the 
Chamber-Windows,  from  one  End  of  the 
Verge  to  the  other  :  Nor  are  very  few  of 
thefe  the  Propriety  of  one  Man ,  but  ordain'd 
for  the  Comfort  and  Refrefhment  of  Multi - 
tildes ,  devoting  themfelves  to  the  Service  of 
All  the  loving  Subjects  of  Great- Britain  ; 

fuch 
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fli ch  gay  Volunteers  give  a  young  Fellow  an 
handfome  Profpect  of  the  Town,  leading 
him  thro"  all  the  inch  anting  Mazes,  and  e- 
ven  forfeit  him  with  "Delight ,  fo  that  by 
the  time  he  is  come  out  of  their  Hands,  he 
is  become  very  tame,  and  prepar'd  for  the 
dull  Solemnity  of  Marriage . 

There  liv’d  till  about  a  Year  ago,  an  el¬ 
derly  Woman,  near  King-fire  et  ^  Wefiminfter, 
who  was  every  Day  very  needful  in  the 
World,  yet  every  Day  did  a  world  of  Mif- 
chief  3  who  kept  a  Houfe  of  free  Hofpita- 
lity,  but  made  Folks  pay  vaftly  dear  for  what 
they  had.  But  her  Cuftomerspaid  the  great-» 
eft  Price  with  the  greateft  Pleafure  3  for  this 
celebrated  Sinner  dealt  not  in  Trifles,  fuch 
as  Wines  and  Ragoufis ,  but  in  Nervous 
Aches  and  Rottennels  of  Bones  3  fhe  had  al¬ 
ways  a  Bible  in  her  Hand  at  Home,  and  al¬ 
ways  a  to-be-ruin  d  Damfel  Abroad  5  each 
Morning  fhe  took  her  Rounds  to  all  the  Inns, 
to  fee  what  Youth  and  Beauty  the  Country 
had  lent  to  London  to  make  their  Fortunes  ; 
and  when  fhe  found  a  Rural  pretty  Lafs  ftep 
out  of  a  Waggon,  fhe  drew  her  by 
fmoothing  Language  to  a  private  Box  with¬ 
in,  where,  after  telling  the  harmlefs  Girl, 
’twas  pity  finch  w ell- fb ap'd  Limbs  fhould 
twirl  a  Mop  3  finch  red  and  white  Cheeks 
fhould  be  fullied  with  Cinders  and  Charcoal  5 
fuch  a  ready  Wit  be  fubjebled  to  the  unrea- 
Jonable  Clamours  of  a  bawling  Miftrefs  :

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This  antiquated  She-Captain  of  Safaris  Re¬ 
giment,  would  offer  the  poor  innocent  Crea¬ 
ture  an  Apartment  and  all  Accommodations 
in  her  Hou gratis,  till  ihe  law  if  fhe  fhould 
like  the  Town,  for  ’twas  but  a  fad  wicked 
‘Place,  full  of  Temptations  for  young  Girls, 
but  the  Almighty  would  deliver  his  good 
Children.  At  other  times,  fhe  would  go 
to  the  Hofpitals  and  Bridewel,  and  pick 
out  all  the  well-limb’d  Creatures,  thefe  fhe’d 
trick  up  with  Patch  and  Paint,  and  lett  out 
at  extravagant  Prices  :  always  calling  them 
young  Milliners  or  Parforis  Daughters. 
Indeed  fome  fhabby  abandon'd  Fellows,  who 
us'd  (for  mercenary  Ends)  to  fmile  at  the 
Old  Matron  herfelf,  and  chuck  her  under 
the  wicked  Chin,  fne'd  relieve  with  a 
Supper,  and  fometimes  afford  them  an  Af* 
ter-Courfe,  viz.  fome  of  her  young  Wares 
who  appear’d  to  her  the  lead  Marketable.

Virginities  at  the  door  of  this  young  Gentle - 

man . 
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man.  At  the  latter  End  of  Queen  Afines 
Reign,  a  certain  Vifcount  had  the  Reputa¬ 
tion  of  deflowering  far  and  near  ;  the  Ele¬ 
gance  of  whofe  Tafte  was  efteem’d  fuch, 
that  it  was  rather  a  Recommendation,  than 
an  Impediment  to  the  Woman’s  Marriage , 
or  her  future  Keeping ,  if  fhe  had  but  once 
pafs’d  the  Hand  and  Seal  of  Mr.  Secret — ry. 
A  merry  but  true  Story,  is  related  on  that 
Occafion,  viz.  a  Courtezan  being  met  in 
the  Mall  by  a  Gentleman,  he  ask'd  whether 
fhe  had  heard  the  News  ■ — — pray  what  is 

it  ? - -  Why,  your  old  Friend  H - ry 

St.  ] - hn  is  made  S- — c—y  of'St—e . 

What  may  that  be  worthy  fays  the  Lady — - 

Perhaps  about  roooo  /.  a  Tear. - By 

G—d  T m  glad  to  hear  it  with  ail  my  Soul, 

for  the  Wh - res  will  get  every  Benny 

of  it. 

In  the  City ,  every  undone  Woman  lays 
her  Ruin,  to  a  Gentleman  of  the  Temple , 
but  whether  thefe  Sins  are  juftly  laid  to 
their  Charge,  or  whether  it  is  only  the  Am¬ 
bition  of  the  Jilt,  to  have  you  think  fhe  fa^ 
crificd  her  Virginity  to  the  ufe  of  fo  wor¬ 
thy  a  Society,  I  will  not  prefume  to  deters 
mine  ;  tho’  I  confefs,  I  think  it  reafonable 
to  believe,  that  our  forward  Ladies  are  more 
apt  to  dedicate  their  Honours  to  the  Inns- of- 
Court  than  elfewhcrc,  for  three  Reafons  : 
Firft ,  as  they  are  the  Flower  of  out  Gentry. 
Secondly ,  as  the  greatnefs  of  their  Number 

affords 
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affords  Variety  of  Choice.  And  Thirdly , 
as  they  have  the  beft  Conveniencies  for  con- 
flim mating  Debauchery,  without  the  Dread 
or  Danger  of  Detection. 

The  greateft  Evil  that  attends  this  Vice, 
or  could  befal  Mankind,  is  the  Propagation 
of  that  infedious  Difeafe  call'd  the  French - 
cPoXj  which  in  two  Centuries  has  made  fuch 
incredible  Havock  all  over  Europe .  In  thefe 
Kingdoms,  it  fo  leldom  fails  to  attend  Who¬ 
ring,  now-a-days  miftaken  for  Gallantry 
and  Politenefs,  that  a  hale  robuft  Conftitu- 
tion  is  efteem'd  a  Mark  of  Ungentility  and 
111-breeding,  and  a  healthy  young  Fellow  is 
look'd  upon  with  the  fame  View  as  if  he 
had  lpent  his  Life  in  a  Cottage.  Our  Gen¬ 
tlemen  of  the  Army,  whofe  unfettled  way 
of  Life  makes  it  inconvenient  for  them  to 
marry,  are  hereby  very  much  weaken’d  and 
enervated,  and  render'd  unfit  to  undergo 
fuch  Hardships,  as  are  neceffary  for  defending 
and  fupporting  the  Honour  of  their  Coun¬ 
try  i  a  remarkable  Inftance  whereof  hap¬ 
pen'd  the  other  Day  near  Knight sbridge, 
where  two  Subalterns,  viz.  a  Lieutenant 
with  his  Half-pike,  and  an  Enfign  with  his 
Colours,  were  unhappily  by  a  fudden  Guft 
of  Wind  blown  into  a  Ditch  in  their  March 
to  Kenfington  :  And  our  Gentry  in  general 
feem  to  diftinguifh  themfelves  by  an  ill  ftate 
of  Health  5  in  all  Probability,  the  Effeft  of 
this  pernicious  Diftempcr.  Nothing  being 
’  G  '  more 
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more  common,  than  to  hear  People  of  Qua¬ 
lity  complain  of  rude  vulgar  Health ,  and 
curfe  their  Torterly  Confutations .  Men 
give  it  to  their  Wives,  Women  to  their  Hus¬ 
bands,  or  perhaps  their  Children  >  they  to 
their  Nurfes,  and  the  Nurfes  again  to  other 
Children  ;  fo  that  no  Age,  Sex  or  Condition, 
can  be  entirely  free  from  the  Infedion. 

Another  ill  EfFed,  is,  its  making  People 
profufe ,  and  tempting  them  to  live  be« 
yond  what  their  Circurn  (lances  will  admit 
of  ;  for  if  once  Men  fuffer  their  Minds  to  be 
led  aftray  by  this  unruly  Paillon,  no  worldly 
Confideration  whatfoever  will  be  able  to 
hop  it  5  and  Wenching,  as  it  is  very  expen- 
live  in  it  fclf,  without  the  ordinary  Charges 
of  i Phyjtck  or  Children ,  often  leads  Men  into 
a  thoufand  other  Vices  to  fupport  its  Extra¬ 
vagance  :  Befides,  after  the  Mind  has  once 
got  this  extravagant  Turn,  there  naturally 
follows  a  Negled  and  Contempt  of  Bufinefs, 
and  Whoring  of  it  fe If  difpofes  the  Mind  to 
fuch  a  fort  of  Indolence,  as  is  quite  incon- 
fiftent  with  Induftry,  the  main  Support  of  any, 
efpecially  of  a  Trading  Nation. 

The  Murdering  of  Baftard  Infants  is  ano- 
therConfequence  of  thisV ice,  but  much  worfe 
than  the  Vice  it  felf  :  And  tho'  the  Law  is 
juftiy  fevere  in  this  particular,  as  rightly  judg¬ 
ing,  that  a  Mind  capable  of  divefting  it  felf 
fo  entirely  of  Humanity,  is  not  fit  to  live  in 
a  civiliz’d  Nation  5  vet  there  are  fo  many 
\  ways 
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ways  of  evading  it,  either  by  deftroying  the 
Infants  before  their  Birth,  or  Buffering  them 
to  die  afterwards  by  wilful  Negledt,  that 
there  appears  but  little  Hope  of  putting  a 
flop  to  this  Pradice,  which,  beftdes  the  Bar¬ 
barity  of  it,  tends  very  much  to  difpeople 
the  Country.  And  (ince  the  Profpcrity  of 
any  Country,  is  allow'd  to  depend  in  a 
great  meafure  upon  the  Number  of  its  Inha¬ 
bitants,  the  Go  vernment  ought,  if  it  were 
poflible,  to  prevent  any  Whoring  at  all,  as  it 
evidently  hinders  the  Propagation  of  the 
Species.  How  many  thou  fan  d  young  Men 
in  this  Nation  would  turn  their  Thoughts 
towards  Matrimony,  if  they  were  not  con- 
ftantly  deftroying  that  Paflion,  which  is  the 
only  Foundation  of  it  ?  And  tho"  mod  of 
them  fooner  or  later  find  the  Inconvenience 
of  this  irregular  Life,  and  think  fit  to  con¬ 
fine  themfelves  to  one  ;  yet  their  Bodies  are 
fo  much  enervated,  by  the  untimely  or  im¬ 
moderate  Increafe  of  this  Paflion,  together 
with  the  Relicks  of  Venereal  Cures,  that  they 
beget  a  mod  wretched,  feeble,  and  fickly 
Offspring  :  We  can  attribute  it  to  nothing 
elfe  but  this,  that  fo  many  of  our  antient  Fa¬ 
milies  of  Nobles  are  of  late  Extind.. 

There  is  one  Thing  more  we  ought  to  con- 
fider  in  this  Vice,  and  that  is,  the  Injury  it 
does  to  particular  Perfons  and  Families  5  ci¬ 
ther  by  alienating  the  Affcdions  of  Wives 
from  their  Husbands,  which  often  proves 

G  2  prejudi- 
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prejudicial  to  both,  and  fometimes  fatal  to 
whole  Families  ;  or  elfe  by  debauching  the 
Minds  of  young  Women,  a  brutal  Practice 
of  too  many  of  our  intriguing  Sparks,  who 
make  it  a  piece  of  Gallantry,  and  the  Quali¬ 
fications  of  the  fine  Gentleman  to  debauch 
young  unguarded  Innocents  5  and  then  after 
a  plenary  Gratification  of  their  wild  Defires, 
turn  them  loofe  to  the  wide  World  to  get 
their  Bread  by  proftituting  their  Bodies  to 
the  Will  and  Embraces  of  every  lewd  Leacher 
and  diftemperVI  Bully,  whence  iffue  nothing 
but  Infamy  and  a  loathfome  Difeafe  $  when 
the  poor  ruin'd  Damfel  would  never  have 
facrific’d  her  Honour,  had  fhe  not  ftrong- 
ly  been  deluded  by  a  thoufand  dreadful  Im¬ 
precations,  Vows,  and  folemn  Oaths  of  fu¬ 
ture  Marriage.  Thefe,  and  many  of  thefe 
there  are,  who  have  often  confefl:  this  Truth 
with  Tears  :  willing  for  ever  to  quit  that  in¬ 
famous  Commerce,  could  they  otherwife  fub- 
lift  themfelves,  a  thing  almoft  impoflible 
they  think  to  hope  for,  after  the  irreparable 
Lofs  of  Friends,  Fame  and  Reputation.  How 
often  have  I  wififd  we  had  fuch  a  Provifton 
for  thefe  unhappy  Females,  (and  their  OfF- 
fpring)  as  they  have  in  other  Nations,  who 
tho'  they  are  the  Scorn  and  Contempt  of  the 
Generality  of  the  unthinking  World,  are 
notwithstanding  real  Objeâs  of  our  Pity  and 
Compaffion? 

( 

Thefe 
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Thefe  are  the  feveral  bad  Effeds  of  Who¬ 
ring  5  and  it  is  an  unhappy  thing,  that  a 
Pradice  fo  univerfal  as  this  is,  and  always 
will  be,  fhould  be  attended  with  fuch  mis¬ 
chievous  Confequences  :  But  alas  !  this  vi¬ 
olent  Love  for  Women  is  bom  with  us, 
nay,  it  is  abfolutely  necefl’ary  to  our  being 
born  at  all  :  And  however  Some  People  may 
pretend,  that  unlawful  Enjoyment  is  contra¬ 
ry  to  the  Law  of  Nature  j  this  is  certain,  that 
Nature  never  fails  to  furnifh  us  largely 
with  this  Pallîon,  tho’  fhe  is  often  offering 
to  bellow  upon  us,  fuch  a  Portion  of  Rea- 
fon  and  Refledion,  as  is  neceffary  to 
curb  it. 

Fublick  Whoring  confills  in  lying  with 
a  certain  Set  of  Women,  who  have  fhook 
off  all  Pretence  to  Modefty  5  and  for  fuch  a 
Sum  of  Money  more  or  lefs,  profefs  them- 
felves  always  in  a  Readinefs  to  be  enjoy'd. 
The  Mifchief  a  Man  does  in  this  Cafe,  is  en¬ 
tirely  to  himfelf  5  for  with  refped  to  the 
Woman,  he  furnifhes  her  with  the 
Means  of  Subfiftence.  The  Damage  he  does 
to  himfelf,  either  with  regard  to  his  Health, 
or  the  Expence  of  Money,  may  be  con¬ 
fident  under  the  fame  view  as  Drinking, 
with  this  confiderable  Advantage,  that  it  re¬ 
dores  us  to  that  cool  Exercife  of  our  Reafon, 
which  Drinking  tends  to  deprive  us  of.  But 
the  Minds  of  Women  are  obferv’d  to  be  fo 
much  corrupted  by  the  Lofs  of  Chaftity,  or 

rather 
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rather  by  the  Reproach  they  fuffer  upon  that 
Lofs,  that  they  feldom  or  never  change  that 
Courfe  of  Life  for  a  better  5  and  if  they  fliould, 
they  can  never  recover  that  good  Name, 
which  is  fo  abfolutely  neceffary  to  their  get¬ 
ting  a  Maintenance  in  any  honeft  way  what¬ 
ever  j  and  that  nothing  but  meer  Necellity 
obliges  them  to  continue  in  that  Courfe,  is 
plain  from  this,  that  they  themfelves  in  Re¬ 
ality  utterly  abhor  it  :  And  indeed,  there  ap¬ 
pears  nothing  in  it  fo  very  alluring  and  be¬ 
witching,  efpecially  to  People  who  have  that 
Inclination  to  Lewd ncfs  entirely  extinguifh’d, 
which  is  the  only  thing  could  make  it  fup- 
portable. 

The  other  Branch  of  Whoring,  viz.  pri¬ 
vate,  is  of  much  worfe  Confequence  ;  and 
a  Man’s  Crime  in  this  Cafe,  increafes  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  different  Degree  of  Mifchief 
done,  if  you  confider  his  Crime  with  regard 
to  the  Society  :  for  as  to  perfonal  Guilt,  Al¬ 
lowance  ought  to  be  made  for  the  Increafe 
of  Temptation,  which  is  very  confiderable 
in  the  Cafe  of  debauching  Married  Women  s 
upon  the  account  of  the  Safety  to  the  Ag- 
greffor,  either  with  refped  to  his  Health,  or 
the  Charge,  and,  if  that  affeds  him,  the 
Scandal  of  having  a  Baftard.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  Injury  done  is  very  confiderable, 
as  inch  an  Adion  tends  to  corrupt  a  Wo¬ 
man’s  Mind,  and  deftroys  that  mutual  Love 
and  Affcdion  between  Man  and  Wife, 

which 
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which  is  fo  neccffary  to  both  their  Happt- 
nefs.  Befides  the  Rifque  rim  of  a  Difcove- 
ry,  which  at  lead:  ruins  a  Womans  Reputa¬ 
tion,  and  deftroys  the  Husband’s  quiet  ;  nay, 
where  Virtue  does  not  entirely  give  way,  if 
it  warps  but  ever  fo  little,  the  Confequence 
is  Shockingly  fatal  :  For  tho’  the  good  Man’s 
Sufpicions  of  the  Wife’s  Chadity  5  the  Wife 
of  the  Gallants  Condancy,  and  the  Gallant 
of  the  Husband’s  Watchfulnefs,  by  being  a 
Check  upon  each  other,  may  keep  the  Gate 
of  Virtue  fhut ,  yet  then,  all  Parties  mud  be 
attended  with  a  never-ceafing  Mifery,  not  to 
be  imagin’d  but  by  thofe  who  too  fatally 
feel  it . 

Tho’  there  are  a  Sort  of  People  about  this 
Town  whopleafe  themfelv.es  with  "Defama¬ 
tions  ;  one  of  thefe,  if  they  fee  a  Man  fpeak 
to  a  Woman,  make  their  little  Signs ,  their 
politick  Winks ,  and  pofllbly  when  they  meet 
him,  in  their  infipid  way  of  Raillery  tax  him 
with  it  :  if  he  is  angry  at  them,  then  he  is 
piqu’d  and  afraid  the  Intrigue  fhould  be 
found  out  j  if  he  fays  nothing  (and  treats  it 
as  it  deferves)  then  he  is  out  of  Countenance 
and  cannot  fund  it  ;  and  if  he  laughs  at  them, 
which  is  all  the  Anfwer  a  prudent  Man 
would  make  to  fuch  Stuff,  then  he  is  pleas’d 
with  the  Thing  :  fo  that  every  way  the  poor 
Lady’s  Reputation  differs,  and  thefe  Fellows 
(hall  not  fail  to  blow  it  about  the  Town,  that 
there  is  an  Amour ,  not  that  they  really  think 
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fo  of  you,  but  that  you  may  return  the 
Compliment ,  and  fay  the  fame  things  of  them 
when  they  are  feen  to  fpeak  to  any  Lady 
themfelves. 

The  next  thing  that  comes  to  be  confider'd 
in  this  Vice y  is  the  Expence  it  occafions, 
and  the  Negieft  of  worldly  Bufinefs,  by  em¬ 
ploying  fo  much  of  our  Time  and  Thoughts  ; 
for  let  a  Man  have  never  fo  much  Bufinefs, 
it  cannot  flop  the  Circulation,  and  the  Ani¬ 
mal  Spirits  will  do  their  Office,  let  a  Man's 
Thoughts  be  ever  fo  much  employ'd  about 
other  Affairs,  that  he  cannot  attend  to  every 
minute  Titillation .  A  Man  of  Pleafure  may 
indeed  make  this  Copulative  Science  his 
whole  Study  ;  and  by  Idlenefs  and  Luxury 
prompt  Nature  that  way,  and  fpur  up  the 
Spirits  to  Wantonnefs  :  but  then  his  Confti- 
tution  will  be  the  fooner  tired  5  for  the  Ani¬ 
mal  Spirits  being  exhaufted  by  this  Antici¬ 
pation ,  his  Body  mu  ft  be  weaken'd  and  his 
Nerves  relax'd  s  neither  will  his  irregular  ef¬ 
feminate  Life  affift  them  in  recovering  their 
former  Tone  :  Befides,  thofe  Parts  which 
more  particularly  fuffer  the  Violence  of  this 
Exercife  are  liable  to  many  Accidents,  and 
Men  of  Pleafure,  tho'  otherwife  pretty  heal¬ 
thy,  are  often  troubled  with  Gleets  and 
Weakneffes,  either  by  a  former  Ulceration 
of  the  TroftateSy  or  elfe  fome  violent  o- 
verftraining  which  occafions  this  Re¬ 
laxation.  Thefe  Men  'ris  true,  will  talk 
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very  lufcioufly  of  Women  ;  bur,  pretend 
what  they  pleafe,  they  can  never  have  that 
burning  Defire  which  they  had  formerly, 
when  their  Veffels  were  in  full  Vigour. 
The  truth  is,  their  Luft  lies  chiefly  in  their 
Brain,  kept  alive  by  the  Impreffion  of  former 
Ideas,  which  are  not  fo  eafily  rubb’d  out,  as 
the  Titillation  which  created  them,  and  this 
Paffion  comes  ,  to  be  fo  diminiflfd,  that  in 
time  it  changes  its  Refidence.  A  Man  of 
Bufinefs,  on  the  contrary,  or  one  who  leads 
a  fober  regular  Life,  will  feldomer  be  attack'd 
with  thefe  wanton  Fits,  but  then  they  will 
come  with  double  the  Violence  ;  for  though 
it  is  a  common  receiv’d  Opinion,  that  the 
longer  a  I^an  refrains,  the  better  he  is  able 
to  refrain,  yet  it  is  only  true  in  one  fenfe, 
and  amounts  to  no  more  than  this  ;  that  if 
a  Man  has  been  able  for  fuch  and  fitch  Rea- 
fons  to  curb  this  Paffion,  for  Inftance,  a 
Month,  he  will,  if  the  fame  Reafons  hold, 
and  without  an  additional  Temptation,  be 
able  to  curb  it  a  Month  longer  ;  but,  never- 
thelefs,  he  may  have  Defires  much  ftrbngcr 
than  a  Man,  who  for  want  of  thefe  Motives 
to  Abftinence,  gratifies  them  every  Day. 
If  there  are  fome  Men  of  a  particular  Con- 
flitution,  whofe  puny  Defires  may  be  eafily 
block’d  up  with  the  Affiftance  of  three J mall 
Buttons y  or  elfe  endow’d  with  fuch  an  ex¬ 
traordinary  ftrength  of  Reafon,  that  they 
can  mafter  the  moft  rampant  Sallies  of  this 
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waging  Pallion  :  I  am  here  fpeaking  of  thofe 
Men  of  Bufinefs,  who  notwithstanding  their 
Abftinence,  or  the  Regularity  of  their  Lives, 
are  fometimes  prevairdupon  to  quench  thefe 
amorous  Heats  ;  and  I  fay,  in  fuch  Men  the 
Paffion  is  much  if  ronger  than  in  Men  of 
Pleafure,  and  that  their  Abftinence  contri¬ 
butes  to  heighten  the  violence  of  the  Defire, 
and  make  it  the  more  irrefiftable  :  For  the 
Fancy  not  being  cloy'd  with  too  frequent 
Enjoyment,  prefently  takes  fire  ;  and  the 
Spermaticks  not  being  weaken’d  with  forc'd 
Evacuations,  are  in  their  full  Vigour,  and 
give  the  Nerves  a  moft  exquifite  Senfation  : 
fo  that  upon  thelcaft  toying  with  an  alluring 
Wench,  the  Blood-Veftels  arc  ready  to  fiait, 
and  to  ufe  Othello  s  Words,  the  very  Senfe 
aches  at  her . 

Now  what  fhall  this  Man  do,  when  he 
has  once  taken  the  Refolution  to  be  eafv  ? 
He  muft  either  venture  upon  the  Publick, 
where  it  is  odds  he  meets  with  a  Mifchance, 
that  will  either  drain  his  Pocket  and  make 
him  unfit  for  any  Bufinefs,  at  lead  without 
Doors  5  or  elfe  he  muft  employ  both  his 
Time  and  Rhetorick,  and  perhaps  too  his 
Purfe,  in  deluding  fome  model!  Girl  ; 
which,  befides  the  lofs  of  time  in  carrying 
on  fuch  an  Intrigue,  is  apt  to  give  the  Head 
fuch  an  amorous  Turn,  as  is  quite  inconfiftent 
with  Bufinefs,  and  may  probably  lead  a  Man 
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into  After-Expences,  which  at  firft  he  never 
dreamt  of. 

Let  us  now  confider  the  Affair  of  Matri¬ 
mony.  Since  the  World  is  now  no  longer 
in  a  State  of  Nature,  But  form’d  into  lève¬ 
rai  Societies  independant  of  one  another,  and 
thefe  Societies  again  divided  into  lèverai 
Ranks  and  Degrees  of  Men,  diftinguifh’d  bv 
their  Titles  and  Profeffions  which  defeend 
from  Father  to  Son  5  it  is  very  certain,  that 
Marriage  is  abfolutely  neceffary,  not  only 
for  the  regular  Propagation  of  the  Species , 
and  their  careful  Education,  but  likewife  for 
preferring  that  Diftindion  of  Rank  among 
Mankind,  which  otherwife  would  be  utterly 
loft  and  confounded  by  doubtful  Succe lii¬ 
ons.  And  it  is  no  iefs  certain  and  indifpu- 
table,  that  all  Sorts  and  Kinds  of  Debau¬ 
cheries  whatever,  are  Enemies  to  this  State,  in 
fo  far  as  they  impair  the  natural  Vigour  of 
the  Conftitution,  and  weaken  the  very 
Springs  of  Love.  This  neceffary  Paillon  is, 
indeed,  of  Inch  a  ticklifh  nature,  that  cither 
too  much  or  too  little  of  it  is  equally  preju¬ 
dicial,  and  the  Medium  is  fo  hard  to  hit,  that 
we  are  apt  to  fail  into  one  of  the  Extremes, 
We  are  naturally  furnijh’d  with  an  extraor¬ 
dinary  Stock  of  Love  ;  and  by  the  Large  nefs 
of  the  Proviiion,  it  looks  as  if  Nature  had 
made  fomc  Proviiion  for  Wear  and  Tare . 
If  young  Men  were  to  live  entirely  chafte 
and  fober,  without  blunting  the  Edge  of  their 
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Pallions,  thefirft  Fit  of  Love  would  turn  their 
Brains  topfy-turvy,  and  we  Ihould  have  the 
Nation  pefter’d  with  Love-Adventures  and 
Feats  of  Chivalry  :  By  the  time  a  i Peers  Son 
came  to  be  Sixteen,  he  would  be  in  dan¬ 
ger  of  turning  Knight-Errant,  and  might 
poffibiy  take  a  Cohlefs  Daughter  for  his 
TOulcinea  ;  and  who  knows  but  a  fprightly 
young  Taylor  might  turn  an  Orlando  Fu- 
riofo ,  and  venture  his  Neck  to  carry  off  a 
Lady  of  Birth  and  Fortune.  In  fhort,  there 
are  fo  many  Inftances  every  Day  of  thefe 
ruinous  difproportion’d  Matches,  notwith- 
ftanding  our  prefent  Intemperance,  that  we 
may  juftlv  conclude,  iftheNation  was  in  a  per¬ 
fect  flare  of  Sobriety,  no  Man  could  anfwer 
for  the  Conduft  of  his  Children. 

It  mufl:  indeed  be  confefs’d,  as  Matters 
now  Hand,  the  Excels  of  Chaftity  is  not  fo 
much  to  be  fear’d,  as  the  other  Extreme  of 
Lewdnels,  tho’  there  are  Inftances  of  both  $ 
and  many  Fathers  now  living,  would  gladly 
have  feen  their  Sons  fifty  times  in  a  Stew, 
rather  than  fee  them  fo  unfortunately  mar¬ 
ried.  The  other  Extreme  is  equally  or  ra¬ 
ther  more  dangerous,  as  it  is  more  common  5 
for  moll  young  Men  give  too  great  a  Loofe 
to  their  Pallions,  and  either  quite  deftroy 
their  Inclination  to  Matrimony,  or  make 
their  Conftitutions  incapable  of  anfwering 
the  Ends  of  that  State. 
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When  a  Man  and  a  Woman  feleft  one 
another  out  of  the  whole  Species,  it  is  not 
meerly  for  Propagation  j  nay,  that  is  gene¬ 
rally  the  leaft  in  their  Thoughts  :  What  they 
chiefly  have  in  view,  is  to  pafs  the  Remain¬ 
der  of  their  Lives  happily  together,  to  enjoy 
the  foft  Embraces  and  mutual  Endearments 
of  Love  5  to  divide  their  Joys  and  Griefs  5 
to  (hare  their  Fleafures  and  Afflictions  5  and 
in  fhort,  to  make  one  another  as  happy  as 
pofiible.  As  for  Children  they  come  of 
Courfe,  and  of  Courfe  are  educated  accord¬ 
ing  to  their  Parents  Abilities. 

Now  all  thefe  Enjoyments  depending  up¬ 
on  the  mutual  AfFeCtion  of  thefe  two,  Man 
and  Wife  5  whenever  this  AfFeûion  fails, 
either  in  the  Woman  or  the  Man,  that  Mar¬ 
riage  is  unhappy  j  and  all  the  good  Ends 
and  Defigns  of  this  ftate  entirely  fruftrated. 
To  give  the  Women  their  due,  they  muft 
have  the  Preference  in  point  of  Conftancy  ; 
their  Pallions  are  not  fo  eafily  rais'd,  nor  fo 
fuddenly  fix'd  upon  any  particular  Objeft  : 
But  when  this  Paffion  is  once  rooted  in  Wo¬ 
men,  it  is  much  ftronger  and  more  durable 
than  in  Men,  and  rather  incrcafes  than  dimi- 
nifhes,  by  enjoying  the  Perfon  belovd. 
Whether  it  is,  that  Women  receive  as  much 
Love  as  they  part  with,  and  that  the  Love 
they  receive  is  not  entirely  loft,  but  takes 
Root  again  by  Conception  5  whereas  what 
a  Man  parts  with,  never  affeds  him  farther 
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than  juft  the  Pleafure  he  receives  at  the  time 
of  parting  with  it  ,•  or  whether  the  Diffé¬ 
rence  is  owing  to  the  different  Turns  of 
Mens  Fancies,  which  are  more  fufeeptibie  of 
frefh  Impreflions  from  every  handfome  Face 
they  meet,  or  perhaps  that  their  Heads  are 
io  much  employ'd  in  worldly  Affairs,  that 
they  only  take  Love  en  pajfant^  to  get  rid 
of  a  prefent  Uncaftnefs,  whereas  Women 
make  it  the  whole  Bufinefs  of  their  Lives  : 
Whatever  the  Reafon  is,  I  fay,  it  is  experi¬ 
mentally  true,  that  a  Woman  has  but  a  f lip - 
pery  Hold  of  a  MaiTs  Affections  after  En¬ 
joyment.  Let  us  fee  therefore,  which  of 
the  two,  the  chafte  or  the  experienc’d  Man 
will  be  leaft  liable  to  this  Failure  of  Affcdion, 
and  confcquently  which  of  the  two  will  make 
the  beft  married  Man. 

The  fkft  great  Cooler  of  a  Mans  Affedi- 
ons  after  Marriage,  is  the  Difparity  of  the 
Match.  When  a  Man  has  married  entirely 
for  Love,  and  to  the  apparent  Detriment  of 
his  worldly  Affairs,  as  foon  as  the  firft  Flafh 
of  it  is  over,  he  can’t  help  refleding  upon 
the  Woman  as  the.Caufe,  and  in  fome  feme 
the  Author  of  his  Misfortunes  5  this  natu¬ 
rally  begets  a  Coldnefs  and  Indifference, 
which  by  degrees  turns  to  an  open  Diflike. 
Now,  it  is  thefe  fort  of  Marriages  that  chafte 
Men  are  always  in  danger  of  falling  into,  as 
I  have  already  prov’d  j  neither  is  there  any 
e it c dual,  way  to  convince  a  Man  of  this  Folly, 
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and  fecnre  him  againft  it,  but  by  giving  him 
fome  Experience.  Again,  as  chafte  Men 
feldom  marry  for  any  thing  but  flheer  Love, 
fo  they  have  fram'd  to  themfelves  fuch  high 
extravagant  Notions  of  the  Raptures  they 
exped  to  poffefs,  that  they  are  mightily 
fhock’d  at  the  Difappointment.  A  chafte 
unexperienc'd  Man,  is  ftrangely  furpriz’d, 
that  thofe  bewitching  Charms  fhould  make 
fuch  a  faint  Impreflion  on  him  after  a  tho¬ 
rough  Perufal  ;  he  can  fcarce  believe  that  the 
Woman  is  ftill  poflefs'd  of  the  fame  Charms 
which  transported  him  formerly  ;  he  fan¬ 
cies  he  has  difcover’d  abundance  of  little 
Faults  and  Imperfedions,  and  attributes  his 
growingDiflike  to  this  Difcovery,  not  dream¬ 
ing  that  this  Alteration  is  entirely  in  himfelf, 
and  not  in  the  Objed  of  Deftre,  which 
remains  ftill  the  fame.  The  truth  is,  when 
a  Man  is  full  fraught  with  Love,  and  that  his 
Pulfe  beats  high  for  Enjoyment,  this  peccant 
Love-Humour  falls  down  upon  the  Eye, 
which  may  be  obferv’d  at  that  time  to  be 
full  brisk  and  fparkling  :  'Tis  then  the  Beau¬ 
ty  of  every  Feature  is  magnified  by  coming 
thro’  this  falfe  Perfpedive  5  for  Tarthenope 
will  now  appear  to  him  a  Mortal,  fuch  as 
fhe  really  is,  divefted  of  all  thofe  falfe  G  Iof¬ 
fes  and  Appearances. 

The  chafte  Man  is  fur  priz’d  at  this  Change, 
he  is  apt  to  lay  the  Fault  upon  the  Woman, 
and  generally  forces  his  Affedions  on  fome 
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other  Female,  who  he  imagines  is  free  from 
Faults  :  then  farewel  happy  Wedlock  !  The 
experienc'd  Man,  on  the  contrary,  has  try'd 
feveral  Women  ;  he  finds  they  all  agree  in 
one  Particular,  and  that  after  a  Storm  of 
Love  there  always  fucceeds  a  Calm  :  when 
he  enters  into  Matrimony,  he  is  prepar’d  a- 
gainft  any  Difappointment  of  that  nature, 
and  is  ready  to  make  Allowance  for  thofe 
Faults  and  Imperfedions  which  are  infepara- 
ble  from  Human  Kind.  This  is  fo  true,  that 
Women  have  eftablififd  a  Maxim,  that  Rakes 
make  the  beft  Husbands  *  for  they  are  very 
fenftble,  how  difficult  it  is  to  monopolize  a 
Man  s  Affedions  5  that  he  will  have  his  Cu- 
riofity  about  thofe  Affairs  fatisfied  one  time 
or  other  :  And  tho'  this  Experience  is  ufe- 
ful  before  Marriage,  it  is  very  dangerous  af¬ 
terwards. 

Befides,  to  compleat  the  Happinefs  of  the 
Marriage-ftate,  or  indeed  to  make  it  to¬ 
lerably  eafy^  there  mult  be  feme  Agree¬ 
ments  in  the  Temper,  Humour  and  Dif~ 
pofition  of  the  two  Parties  concern'd.  If, 
for  Inftance,  the  Man  can't  endure  the 
Sight  of  a  Metropolis ,  and  the  Woman 
can't  enjoy  her  felf  out  of  it  5  if  the  Man 
is  grave,  ferious,  and  an  Enemy  to  all  jocu¬ 
lar  Merriment,  when  his  Wife  is  a  profefs'd 
Lover  of  Mirth  and  Gaiety,  thefe  two  can 
never  agree  5  Differences  will  arife  every  day, 
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and  Differences  in  Wedlock  are  as  hard  to 
reconcile,  as  thofe  in  Religion. 

There  is  a  Story  of  Simonides ,  that  being 
ask’d  about  a  Wife,  he  faid,  fhe  was  the 
Shipwreck  of  a  Man,  the  Temped  of  a 
Houfe,  the  Difturber  of  Reft,  the  Prifon  of 
Life,  a  daily  Punifhment,  a  furnptuous  Con- 
flia,  a  Bead  in  Company,  a  neceffary  Evil. 
And  St.  Chryfojlom,  befides  the  Homily  up¬ 
on  the  beheading  Sr.  John  Baptifl ,  which 
is  almoft  all  an  Inve&ive  againft  Women, 
fays  in  another  place,  What  is  a  Wife  ?  The 
Enemy  of  Love,  the  inevitable  Pain,  the  ne¬ 
ceffary  Evil,  the  natural  Temptation,  a  defi- 
rable  Calamity,  a  domeftical  Peril,  a  pbea- 
ftng  Damage.
